It Is Safe to Trust in Him at all Times

All down thru the ages of time men 
and women have been able to live in 
such close touch with God that He 
eould make known His will unto them 
and lead them forth by the right 
way. It is true the masses of earth are 
not living close enough to God to 
know anything about Him or of His 
great plan for humanity, but there are 
a few and have been all down thru 
the ages who sought after God and 
have been led py Him. The greatest 
men who have lived on the earth are 
men who trusted in God. 

It seems to be easy to remember a 
good man but the wicked are soon for- 
gotten. When Moses sent the twelve 
spies to Canaan to view the land, only 
two were able to trust in God and 
bring a favorable report. They are 
the only ones who are remembered. 
The other ten are rarely ever men- 
tioned. I wonder if you can name one 
of them. But I am sure most everyone 
can call the names of the two who 
were faithful. 

Joshua and Caleb were men of God 
and were not afraid to trust Him. 
They believed God would take care of 
them and give them the country while 
the other ten fainted and felt like 


grasshoppers in the presence of the 


inhabitants of the land. God does not 
want His people to compare His Word 
to material things. He wants them to 
trust in Him as a God having all 
power in heaven and in earth. Joshua 
and Caleb believed God would lead 
them forth by the right way and the 
result was they became great in Is- 
rael. 

Because the other ten were fearful 
and unbelieving the children of Israel 
disobeyed and forsook the Word of 
the Lord. The result was the Lord 
gave them into the hands of their en- 
emies and anguish and trouble came 
upon them. Then they cried unto the 
Lord in their distress and the Lord 
led them forth by the right way. Oh 
that the people of God would ever 
look to Him day by day that we may 
ever be led by the right way!

We find in some a tendency to try 
to walk by feeling, but God wants us 
to be led by Him. And the way He 
proposes to lead u8 is by His Word 
and the Holy Ghost. It is true when 





we walk in the light of God’s Word 
and have a consciousness that the 
Holy Spirit is with us and in us lead- 
ing in the ways of righteousness it 
brings great joy and gladness to the 
heart. Many times it greatly enthuses 
insomuch we have great demonstra- 
tions. Walking in the light of God’s 
Word brings these things and if we 
would continue to have them mani- 
fested in our lives, then we must con- 
tinue to walk in the light and let the 
Holy Spirit control. 

The Holy Spirit will never lead con- 
trary to the Word of God, but always 
in perfect accord.

I would be glad the reaGers would 
read the fourth chapter of Nehemiah. 
We remember that this was in the 
day when God’s favors were turning 
again to His people. Nehemiah, a cup- 
bearer of the king, and his petitions 
to God of the longing in his heart to 
help his brethren and to rebuild the 
city where God’s name had _ dwelt, 
comes on the scene. Nehemiah had a 
good job, was well cared fer. On 
meeting some of his brethren who 
were in tatters and rags his heart was 
touched. He began fasting and praying 
for God to open a way for the re- 
establishment of His work and for 
the return of His people to their own 
land. As we read this record our 
hearts truly go out to God. We re 
member the days of the apostles and 
prophets, how God blessed them and 
poured out His Spirit. Thousands 
were swept into the kingdom and 
added to the church, 


In the fourth verse of the fourth 
chapter we hear their prayer. “Hear, 
O our God; for we are despised: and 
turn their reproach upon their own 
head.” If there ever was a day when 
the true and genuine worship of God 
was assailed it is in this day. These 
people with all the precaution and hu- 
man effort that they could put forth, 
felt the need of prayer and I am per- 
suaded that while we may work and 
do our very best for the Lord, with- 
out we get in touch with God through 
prayer, our efforts will be hindered 
and the great work that God has as- 
signed to our hands will fail to pros- 
per as it should. I don’t think I ever 
felt the need of prayer and hearty co- 
operation as I do today. 

This Sanballat and Tobiah were pre- 
tending to be admirers and helpers in 
the work of the Lord in the days of 
Ezra the scribe. It is said that San- 
ballat married the priest’s daughter 
and had a room in the temple. There 
came a time when Nehemiah threw 
his furniture into the street and de- 
nounced such a practice. If we would 
win for God and right, we will have 
to take a stand for the whole Bible 
prayerfully and humbly as did this 
great man of God who accomplished 
this task under apparent impossibi- 
lities. God has always accomplished 
His work through those who will be 
humble and obedient, going at it in a 
way that human intelligence would 
criticize and declare it impossible. 

“Gideon had too many men.” I have 
read this story of Gideon. In my opin- 
ion he didn’t have too many men but 
their hearts were not in the work. 
They were fearful and afraid. It was 
God’s plan to cull out from. that 
mighty army all those who would not 
fully obey and those who through fear 
of the enemy would not stand at the 
time when God needed those who 
would not only obey but die for the 
truth if necessary. Somehow I feel 
that all the preachers and _ people 
should go before God and tarry until 
we know what He would have us do 
and then go forth in the simple dis- 
charge of our duty, leaving the results 
with Him. We are truly in _ recon- 
struction days. As Nehemiah and his 
co-workers were building back the 
walls that were broken down, for the 
protection of God’s people, so we are 
building back the walls of faith and 
power. They did not depend on their 
own power. They did use means as 
well as prayer. They prayed and labor- 
ed. They set their watches, for the en- 
emies had threatened to come upon 
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them and destroy their work. They 
were well organized, every man 
standing in his place. The rumors of 
sudden attack had come to them but 
I tell you prayer was the thing that 
saved them. Their worx was criticized 
by those worldly warriors who said, 
If a fox go upon it he will break it 
down. That work stood for centuries, 
in fact, there still remains traces and 
parts of the walls of Jerusalem that 
Nehemiah and his co-workers built. 
They went forth in the name of the 
Lord, and under heavy threats and 
discouragements they continued to 
build. The higher the wall the more 
difficult became the labor. The threats 
seemed harsh but it must be remem- 
bered that Nehemiah and his friends 
regarded those Samaritian leaders as 
enemies to the cause of God and His 
people. The fire of discord turns the 
house into a little hell, full of terror, 
sorrow, anguish, malice and envy, but 
courage, united effort and prayer 
drives away the fear and discourage- 
ment and is sure to win. 

The Jews who dwelt near the en- 
emy and were harrassed by them ap- 
pealed to Nehemiah for help. They 
sent to him ten times and said that 
foes would be upon them everywhere. 
But he prayed and encouraged them 
and they returned to their work ane 
built the walls. Our prayers today 
should be for more of God’s power and 
for His guiding hand in these trying 
hours. I tell you, we are going the 
last mile of the way. We are finishing 
the days of grace and truth. We don’t 
know when Jesus will come but we 
know He is coming for we are sure 
that the Scriptures make it plain that 
Jesus will come. We don’t know just 
when but we are admonished to watch. 
The structure of the New Testament 
demands that Christ shall return be 
fore the millennium. When Christ 
comes He will raise the dead. The 
righteous dead are to be raised be- 
fore the millennium that they may 
reign with Christ a thousand years, 
hence there can be no millennium be- 
fore Christ comes. Rev. 20:5. When 
Christ comes Satan shall be bound but 
if Satan is to be bound during the 
millennium, there can be no millen- 
nium until Christ comes. Rev. 20:1-3. 
When Christ comes Antichrist is to 
be destroyed, but if Antichrist is to 
be destroyed before the millennium, 
therecan beno millennium until Christ 
comes. I hope our readers will get the 
thought that Christ will come and 
take His saints away before the tribu- 
lation and that after the seven years 
of tribulation He will come and de- 
stroy the Antichrist and set up a 
thousand year’s reign. As we look out 
on the fields that are white unto har- 
vest and see the great work that must 
be done or millions will be lost, it 
makes our hearts bleed. There is no

Louisiana is a ripe field for the 


Church of God. They are calling in 
many places for meetings. We have 
gained two churches this year. We 
have many calls to places where there 
are no churches, but finance is so 
limited we can’t go to many of these 
places. Have only been to one new 
place. We began a meeting at Sat- 
suma where holiness had never been 
preached. The people seemed to be 
afraid of us at first and we had some 
very bad order for several nights but 
the officers stood by us and everyone 
seemed to become interested as we 
gave out the Word. On the last night 
several held up their hands for pray- 
er. We were holding services under 
the trees as we were not able to rent 
a building. The rain set in and it 
rained for several days and we had to 
close the meeting, but good seed have 
been sown and we feel that in the fu- 
ture there will be an opening for a 
church at that place. Large crowds 
came and they were hungry for the 
Word after they found we were 
preaching the Bible. 

Now I want to make an appeal to 
every church in the state to do all 
you can for home mission funds in 
your church.

MINISTERIAL 





By Earl 
Lesson Text, 


“For a bishop must be blameless, as 
the steward of God; not selfwilled, 
not soon angry, not given to wine, no 
striker, not given to filthy lucre; But 
a lover of hospitality, a lover of good 
men, sober, just, holy, temperate.” 

Text, 2 Tim. 4:5. 

“But watch thou in all things.” In 
conjunction with this see Acts 20:28. 
“Take heed therefore unto yourselves, 
and to all the flock, over the which 
the Holy Ghost hath made you over- 
seers, to feed the church of God, which 


he hath purchased with his own 
blood.” 


The chapter from which our text is 
taken deals with Paul’s sacred charge 
to Timothy, his son whom he had be- 
gotten thru the Gospel, in that he ad- 
monishes him to WATCH in ALL 
things. In Acts 20:28 he admonishes 
the elders to take heed. Certainly we 
as ministers today, in this evil age, 
need to WATCH and take heed to 
ourselves. Truly there is a tremen- 
dous responsibility on us who are 
ministers of the Gospel, for we are 
dealing with the ETERNAL part of 
man, yea, the priceless soul that will 
never die. 

The definition of conduct is to 
guide, direct, manage, or BEHAVBE. 
We then as rulers and _ overseers 
should direct our paths as guides and 
managers and thereby be able to teach 
our flocks to be WISE to SALVA- 
TION and the Word, for we are to ad- 
minister unto them. The wise man 
speaking unto the sluggard, said, “Go 
to the ant, thou sluggard, consider her 
ways and be wise.” The ant has no 
guide, overseer or ruler and surely if 
the little insignificant ant can be 
wise, having no overseer or ruler 
(Prov. 6:7), our people should be wise 
with them. 

The first thing a minister should 
learn is to BEHAVE himself. (1 Tim. 
3:15) “For if I tarry long, that thou 
mayest know how thou oughtest to be- 
have thyself in the house of God, 
which is the church of the living God, 
the pillar and ground of the truth.” 
(Syriae Version), “But if I should de- 
lay that thou mayest know how thou 
oughtest to CONDUCT thyself in the 
house of God.” Paul surely wanted 
Timothy to watch his conduct, for he 
knew that his success would depend 
largely upon his proper conduct. 

“Be Watchful” 

Next we see in Matt. 10:16 where 
Jesus was sending forth the twelve, 
He said, “Behold, I send you forth as 
sheep in the midst of wolves, be ye 
therefore wise as serpents and harm- 
less as doves.” So we can see how 
necessary it is to be WATCHFUL, 
that we may not be devoured. 1 Pet. 
5:8, “Be sober, be vigilant (WATCH- 
FUL); because your adversary the 
devil, as a roaring lion, walketh 
about, seeking whom he may devour.” 
Then we see that we as ministers in 
the midst of wolves and lions (under- 
mining devils) which are seeking the 
influence of ministers, should watch. 
A preacher might as well have his 
head cut off (and better, if it is done 
while he has victory) as to have his 
influence killed, which the devil is 
seeking to devour. A minister then 
should watch his CONVERSATION. 
1 Pet. 1:15. “For as he which hath 
called you is holy, so be ye holy in 
all manner of conversation.” (Syriac 
Version) “But be ye holy in all your 
CONDUCT as he is holy who hath 
called you.” Surely our conversation 
should be holy, for He did no sin, nei- 
ther was there guile found in His 
mouth. 1 Pet. 2:21, 29. We as minis- 
ters should never be talking foolish- 
ness or jesting. Eph. 5:4. “Neither 
filthiness nor foolish jesting which is 
not convenient, but rather giving of 
thanks.” If we thank the Lord for all 
He has done for us, His praises will 
be continually in our mouths. David 
said, “His praise shall continually be 
in my mouth.” Ps. 34:1. Some may 
say, Oh, we don’t need to be so careful 
about our conversation. But I will say, 
thereby we will be either justified or 
condemned. Matt. 12:37. “For by thy 
words thou shalt be justified, and by 
thy words thou shalt be condemned.” 
If any man among you seem to be 
religious and bridleth not his tongue, 
but deceiveth his own heart, this 
man’s religion is vain, 

“If a man offend not in word the 
same is a perfect man.” Jas. 3:2. We 
should abstain from the very appear- 
ance of evil. 1 Thess. 5:22, A minis- 
ter should not be too familiar with 
the opposite sex. They should not be 
together without being properly ac- 
companied. A preacher should not 
hold on too long in shaking hands 
with a sister, but WATCH thou in 
ALL things. A minister should never 
allow the spirit of leadership to get 
hold on him, neither the desire to ex- 
ercise authority for that is the spirit 
of democracy, and not theocracy. This 
one thing is greatly hindering the 
cause today. 

Matt. 20:25, 26, 27 tells us that Je- 
sus called them unto Him and said, 
Ye know that the princes of the Gen- 
tiles exercise dominion over them, and

they that are great exercise authority 
upon them. But it shall not be so 
among you, but whosoever shall be 
great among you, let him be your 
minister, and whosoever shall be chief 
among you, let him be your servant. 
(Syriac Version) Ye know that the 
princes of the nations are their lords, 
(political schemers) and their great 
men exercise authority over them. 
And they are, but only in a political 
sense, and this spirit is in the Church 
of God. Yet Jesus said, It shall not be 
so among you. One will say, If you 
will help me get this or that, then I 
will do so and so. What do we need 
to do then? Certainly we need to 
WATCH and take heed to ourselves, 
for truly Jesus said we are to be serv- 
ants and not politicians. 

God, kill and forbid such. things. 
Paul, that great man of education and 
eloquence, had a perfect knowledge of 
the law, and had been a member of 
the Sanhedrin Court, yet he said, I 
have made myself to all; that I might 
gain the more. To the Jews I became 
as a Jew, that I might gain the Jews; 
and to them that were under the law, 
as under the law, that I might gain 
them that are under the law; to them 
that were without the law, as without 
the law, to gain them, to the weak, I 
became as weak, that I might gain the 
weak. I am made all things to all men, 
that I might by all means save some. 
But after all is said and done, we are 
but servants. Again Paul states, “I 


have planted, Apollos watered, but 
God gave the increase.” 
A minister should never become 


jealous of his fellow minister. What 
is said of jealousy? The wise man 
said it is the rage of man, so 
when a man is raging with jealousy 
he is beside himself and is likely to 
kill himself and others as well, for 
jealousy certainly will kill the diseas- 
ed one and will greatly hinder the 
worthy cause which we represent, The 
wise man says jealousy is as cruel as 
the grave. Song of Sol. 8:6. 


What becomes of a man when he 
is put in the grave? Naturally speak- 
ing he is destroyed. Job 19:26. “And 
though after skin worms destroy this 
body * * *.” And just as sure as a 
man’s body is destroyed by the skin 
worms, just that sure jealousy will 
destroy a minister. When David killed 
the champion of the Philistines, the 
women played and said, Saul hath 
slain his thousands, and David his 
ten thousands. Then Saul failed to 
WATCH, TAKE HEED, for the spirit 
of jealousy filled his heart, and an- 
other God-chosen king went down, 
ruined, dethroned and disgraced for 
life, and lost his life thereby. But 
David went out and whithersoever 
Saul sent him; he behaved himself 
wisely and was crowned. Why? Sim- 
ply because he did not get jealous 
and desire the kingship before he was 
qualified for the place. 

1 Sam. 18:5, 7, 8. What does the 
raging kind of jealousy mean? It is 
certainly envy and strife, where there 
is confusion and every evil work. 

(Syriac Version) Where envy and 
contention are there also is confusion 
and everything wrong. So we see that 
envy and strife is the cause for our 
wrongs, for Paul tells us if any man 
seem to be contentious we have no 
such custom, neither the Churches of 
God; but godliness with contentment 
is great gain. Oh, that we would be 
contented! and not envy our fellow 
minister. 


Now, what is said of envy? The 
preacher says, A sound heart is the 
life of the flesh; but envy, the rotten- 
ness of the bones. Prov. 14:30. 

We find a scripture in 1 Cor. 12:27 
which reads, “Now ye are the body of 
Christ, and members in particular.” 
And in Eph. 1:22, 23 we find that the 
body is the Church (Church of God). 
So back to 1 Cor. 12:14 and read, “For 
the body is not one member, but 
many.” Paul speaks of the foot, the 
hands, ete. and if we allow envy to 
get into the body (CHURCH), then 
the bones of the body surely are rot- 
ten, and the bedy is hindered from 
moving with the proper degree of pro- 
gress, because the members are rot- 
ten, and of course unable to carry 
the load and travail for sons and 
daughters. 


Finally, a minister should never 
covet filthy lucre. Peter’s admonition 
is to feed the flock of God, not for 
filthy lucre’s sake, but of a ready 
mind. 1 Pet. 5:2. The love of money 
is the root of all evil, 1 Tim. 6:10, 
which while some coveted after, they 
have erred from the faith. Well why? 
Because they had to become a politi- 
cian and pull for it. Lord help us not 
to do this! but be faithful servants fn 
the grand old Church of God. 

1 Cor. 11:1. “Be ye followers of me, 
even as I also am of Christ.” How 
many of us ministers today ean say 
as did Paul of old, You follow me as 
I follow Christ. Let us be true minis- 
ters and when the Chief Shepherd 
shall appear, we shall receive a crown 
of glory that fadeth not away. 1 Pet. 
5:4.

Of course it is 
true that this text was spoken by 2 
young man who had never known the 
dear Lord, although he had _ been 
taught the commandments probably 
from his youth up, but he realized 
that there was something yet.
